way. Some of these rows are a full i 
Mock, every house exactly alike, ex­ 
cept the two at either end. In the 
sections of the city which have been 
later sub-divided for residences, 
re­ 
strictions 
have 
been 
placed 
not 
rlono 
on 
the 
building 
of 
such 
houses, but on the 
price 
of 
the 
houses and the color 
of 
the occu­ 
pants. In the more restricted 
dis­ 
tricts a deed to a negro is invalid. 
While most sections 
of the city 
have houses built in rows, iii the bet­ 
ter sections It will be found that not 
more than two 
or 
three are built 
alike. Thus the beauty of the city is 
not spoiled as it is in the building 
**f entire blocks without a break in 
Hie style of architecture. Down town 
rome of the older houses of this kind 
have been remodeled and 
are now 
t.sed as business houses. 
In 
fact, 
there are more business buildings of 
this kind than any other. 
One thing which distinguishes the 
residence part of Washington 
from 
the great cities of the country is the 
apartment houses. 
New' York and 
Chicago have them, but somehow* on 
a different plan. Iu other places the 
buildings 
are 
built 
along 
certain 
lines, regular in 
outline, 
and 
the 
apartments are called Hats. Hero the 
way the city is planned, the irregu­ 
lar streets, the 
lino of beauty al­ 
ways in view, makes a decided dif­ 
ference in the plans of the big apart­ 
ment houses. They are all built so 
that the sun gets to them, and only 
In the few* apartment houses that are 
built for cheaper tenants 
does one 
hod any dark rooms. 
The biggest and almost the

Highlands,
